for Allies in au Open 


District. 


George D. Fiske Jr., returned on 


Thursday night from his mine on Triple 
Falls creek, near its junction with the 
middle fork of Kinga river. On his re- 
turn he was accompanied as far as Ctm- 
terville by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Woods, 
the Misses Burns, Mien DorganandJ. 
Frankenau, who have been camping at 
various points in tho vicinity of tho 
minea. 


Concerning the qoarlss proppecte in the 


middle fork region, Mr. Fiske aaya that 
they are most encouraging, but that a 
comparatively small amount ot work has 
been accomplished. 


The region ia a peculiar one, and is 


said to be diagonal in itB formation or 
upheaval. Great dykna of Bltito are met 
on every haud, and, aliiKnlar y enough, 
they are mineralized on many points. 


Mr. FJBbe stales that he located a 


claim tlioio BBveral yeura UKO, and that 
during tlie summer months he has baua 
forco u£ men nt work upon it. It ia on 
one of tho mineralized dykes, curries 
about 100 ounces of silver, a auiall per- 
centage of gold and traces ol lead and 
copper. The ledge can be traced for 
miles in each direction and has the 
same apparent characterietice through- 


A rather auomalons condition ol tbe 


country is the presence ol largo deposits 
of magnetic iron. In fact, the iron ore 
is ao plentiful that it compares favorably 
with the famous Minaret and its wonder- 
ful mountain ol iron. 
Then, again, there ie a prominent slate 


formation that forms tho wall of the 
quartz deposits. 
It shales caoily and 


makes an uncertain roof to the tunnel 
Mr. Fieke baB run in upon his discovery. 


In the Middle fork, ubuut a half mile 


above the mouth of Triple Falls creek, 
there ie a fall of fully 200 feet m tho 
river. This, if utilized, would furnish 
Huflieieut power to reduce ton timc-B tho 
amount ol ore in eight. 
There ia an abundance ol timber and 


the elevation is only about 3500 feet; 
but in order to roach tho point one has 
Lo cross the range at a pass nearly 10,000 
feet above the eea. 
The snowfall in tho 


vicinity is usually light, not ewoding 
three feet, and the men will probably re- 
main all winter and continue develop- 
ment of what promises to bo a fertile ana 
productive quart/, territory.

and Monterey. From the flret it has 
seemed to me a most important step, 
one which means everything for all of 
Fresno county, SB well as all tbe points 
it ia intended to pass through. Wo are 
now crushed by the Southern Pacific 
railroad, who take the cream of all that 
ia produced in this splendid valley re- 
quiring transportation, and when a re- 
duction in rates is asked for, do we get 
it?

That something is the railroad to Mon- 


terey, which, starting from Fresno, one 
of the beet points in the atate, and paas- 
ing through a moat productive portion of 
tho state, at all points wheat, wool, stone 
for building and road purposes to tide 
water; and returning, lumber grain and 
wool sacks, rice, sugar—and I could 
mention no end to the many articles 
needed in our every day life—will be a 
source very important to make the pro- 
posed road o&e of the be^t paying in the 
itate. 


San Francisco ia asleep and ao are we, 


if we do not do all in our power to for- 
ward this movement. Make Monterey a 
port of 
entry aud get thia railroad 


through, then to a certain extent we can 
laugh at monopoly. 
I have bad the pleasuie of passing a 


few daye on the coast the past month, 
and while there looked into the. matter 
of harbor facilities to a limited extent. 
Monterey baa one of the most beautiful 
aud safe baya I waa ever in, and used to 
a sea life from boyhood as I have been, 
will look more at tho harbor than the 
railroad. 
Having 
both interests in 


view, I cannot think of a place better 
fitted for both a port of entry and the 
terrainua of a roiul to tide water than 
Monterey. 


The water is bold to the shore, with no

and I understand that it IB the same nine 
days out of tun, therefore making an easy 
inrbor to approach, and amoith, whore 
an urmy of ships could lie with safety. 
As for its beiiiK an open roadstead, ae 
San Frnncieco papers would try and 
make us bcliovo, that is all bosh. Ol 
cnureo I havo never passed all the 
months of the year at Monterey, but old 
inhabitants told tno that nine times out 
of ton tho wind ia otr shore.

It is, theru- 
oio, of the utmost importance that 
packers hold firmly to tbe prices they 
adopted, and that growers assist them in 
doing this. 


In a circular letter before me from a 


New York house, they ask their custo- 
mers "not to be restricted bv arbitrary 
fixed prices ou the coast. Trade aud 
consumption will offer as liberal prices 
aa the gooda will stand." The prevail- 
ing opinion, however, of all reliable east- 
ern housea is that they have no objection 
to oiler to our schedule prices, provided 
we maintain those prices. Read this 
opinion of a New York raisin expert,

**''Rethink the course that yon Cali- 
lornians have adopted in combining to 
keep a steady and lair price on raisins IB 
the proper one for you, and if you wlli 
stick to it you will win, because the 
prices which you auk are low enough and 
just as many will be consumed at those 
prices us there would be at 50 per cent 
lesa. Foreign raisins cannot compete 
with your present pricea owing to the 
high duties on them. Go it is only a 
queationof your keeping a firm front and 
not pressing sales untilOcto' or, if neces- 
sary, when eastern buyers mu&t have 
them.
